LABOR 


An Address By a Planter 
to the Research Club. 


Experlenos 
In becurlng Field Hands 
for Island 
Estates-Pro- fit 
Shar- - 


Inff-ltall- 


J. 
II. Atherton, better able than al 
most any man 
here 
to speak to tho 
labor problem as It now confronts this 
country, 
was the orator on (Hat subject 
at the meeting of the Young Men's 'Re 
search club 
held last evening at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. IW. 
M. Klncald. 
Mr. 
Atherton 
spoke 
with earnestness 
and presented a vast array of facts, de- 
tailing the history of 
securing 
field 
hands 
for tho Industry of the Islands. 
In talking of 
he rnado the 
point that while 
proflt-sharln- 
g 
tchoraes 
could be made permanent on some 
es- 
tates, such plans would fall on others. 
This was clearly shown by reference tu 
tho difference 
In 
productiveness 
of 
plantations. 
Incidentally Mr. Atherton 
mention 
that Hawaii 
had at last out 
stripped 
Java 
In the 
production 
of 
pounds of sugar to tho acre of land cul 
tivated 
and now stood at the head of 
the list in this regard. 
In touching on 
the use of Italians In the field of Louis- 
iana, the speaker said he understood 
that this labor was really Just (is much 
contract ns any labor that had up to 
date been recruited for this country. 
Mr. Atherton 
recited at length the ef 
forts that had been made by the plant- 
ers collectively 
and by Individuals 
In 
tho enne 'business to .secure settlers for 
plantation 
worTc. 
Ho spoko 
hopefully 
of tho 
future, 
but pointed 
out 
the 
greatly increased 
demand 
for labor on 
iccount of the establishment of many 
new and largo estates. 
Tho door has 
been closed to Chinese 
and 
lu a few 
months 
Japan, 
by tho action 
of this 
Government, 
will bo practically 
cut oft 
as a source of supply. 
Tlio effort that 
Is now being made to secure Italians Is 
well known, particulars have been pub- 
lished during the prcselnt 
week. 'Mr. 
Atherton 
told of the small 
wages paid 
In the early days of sug.ir production 
when thcro was little or no money In 
tho business. 
Tho Increase of pay has 
been such that for many years all of 
tho people engaged 
ns laborers 
havo 
liccn enabled to send a portion of their 
earnings to tho home land.
